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ecent Observations 


By Otto V. Battles 


long ago I made a prophecy through 
an poche d of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
that some time in the future Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle would dominate the beef cattle 
industry of this country. I pointed out that 
interest in them was increasing by leaps 
and bounds in every direction, this being 
particularly true in both the extreme East 
and the extreme West in both of which sec- 
tions the breed is still new. 

I recall that in the statement above re- 
ferred to I was somewhat vague as to the 
time when the breed should reach this ob- 
jective even hinting that it might be at 
some quite remote date. Since those lines 
were written, however, I have had oppor- 
tunities of observation which have consider- 
ably increased my enthusiasm and which 
have convinced me that our breed is making 
more rapid progress toward its ultimate 
goal than even I thought possible several 
months ago. 

For more than twenty years I have been 
doing all that I could to establish Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in the Pacific Coast country 
but largely due to the overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of Here‘ords in this area and 
the general favor in which they are held as 
range cattle, the going has been pretty 
tough for the Aberdeen-Angus. Despite 
this, however, slow but steady progress has 
been made. This has been especially notice- 
able amongst farmers and the smaller 
range operators. Very few large range 
producers to date have taken up the Aber- 
deen-Angus, one reason being that it is im- 
possible or at least extremely difficult for 
them to get Aberdeen-Angus bulls in suffi- 
cient numbers to meet their requirements at 
a given time. 

Notwithstanding this and other handicaps 
the last few years have witnessed a vastly 
greater interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in the range states. In fact recent progress 
has been beyond my wildest dreams. For 
example never have I thought that I would 
see the day when the Aberdeen-Angus 
would out number Herefords at any major 
show on the Pacific Coast, yet this very 
thing happened at the recent show at 
Pomona, California, where there were more 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle shown than Here- 
fords and Shorthorns combined, and the 
Aberdeen-Angus herds with but one excep- 
tion originated in the Pacific Coast states. 

Unmistakable proof it seems to me that 
the Doddie has graduated from a place of 
little significance in the range country a 
few years ago to a commanding position to- 
day. And so it is the country over, Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are on the march to su-

premacy, and are decidedly headed in the 
direction of the wide open spaces of the 
West, where not only the deer and the ante- 
lope roam, but where a large proportion of 
= supply of the nation is produced as 
well. 

My recent travels have taken me from 
the Pacific Coast to the Atlantic and back 
again to the Pacific. Everywhere I went I 
observed the same Aberdeen-Angus enthus- 
iasm. I was at Springfield, Milwaukee, and 
Des Moincs and saw at those places the 
most spectacular exhibits of Aberdeen- 
Angus that I have ever seen at any state 
fair. And fairs and shows are not the only 
straws that indicate the direction of the 
wind, in fact they are of minor importance 
in measuring the interest which is now be- 
ing shown in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

What really tells the story is the unpre- 
cedented volume of business which is being 
transacted by the breeders themselves. And 
this condition is perhaps more applicable to 
the commercial producers than to pure bred 
breeders. There are many unfilled require- 
ments for Aberdeen-Angus breeder calves. 
Feeders everywhere want Aberdeen-Angus 
calves and are willing to pay premiums to 
get them, but only a limited number are 
available. 

The deplorable situation in Europe is of 
course casting its dark shadow over Ameri- 
ca and no one can now foretell the outcome 
of the titanic struggle that is going on 
there, but judging from remarks I pick up 
in my travels about the country not many 
Americans are going to be content to sit 
idly by and see the civilization of which 
we are a part totally destroyed.

Reasoning 


From a gentleman who has had much to 
do with the beef cattle industry in the west, 
over a long period of years, recently came 
a most interesting letter. This good cow 
man is located in the midst of a great cattle 
country where other than Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle predominate almost to the exclusion 
of this breed and yet some of the men op- 
erating in that section were recently dis- 
cussing with the gentleman in mind the cat- 
tle business in general and what breed 
would be considered were they to start over 
again. Both men agreed that were they 
free to start again they would start with 
Aberdeen-Angus. When asked for specific 
raesons this was the reply: “First, Aber- 
deen-Angus bull costs are cheaper. That is, 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull may be bought for 
considerably less than a bull of equal qual- 
ity of our present breed would cost. Sec- 
ond, Aberdeen-Angus are naturally polled. 
Third, Aberdeen-Angus are better rustlers. 
Fourth, Aberdeen-Angus are better moth- 
ers. You seldom if ever see an Aberdeen- 
Angus Dogie. Fifth, Aberdeen-Angus feed- 
er calves always bring top prices.” That is 
pretty sound logic. Invariably have cow 
men discovered these things to be facts 
once they give the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
an opportunity to show for themselves. 

This story brings to mind an evening 
spent recently with Sherm and Jim Gut- 
tridge, on the Guttridge ranch at Prairie 
City, Oregon. We sat in the office for hours 
looking over pictures of the long ago, when 
the elder Mr. Guttridge founder of the 
ranch rode the hills, minding his cattle. 
They were anything but Aberdeen-Angus. 
Later the ranch was disposed of and the 
new owners brought in a herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus commercial cattle. Still later, follow- 
ing the close of the world war the Guttridge 
Brothers returned and repurchased the hold- 
ings and the cattle. They liked the Aber- 
deen-Angus so well that within the past 
few years they have changed over to noth- 
ing but Aberdeen-Angus, while their herd is 
not the biggest in the country, it neverthe- 
less is large for they run somewhere about 
fifteen hundred head of cattle the year 
round, and all are blacks. There being an 
occasional brockle to remind one that other 
breeds of cattle roam those hills too. As is 
quite customary once Aberdeen-Angus are 
introduced on a ranch or farm, they are 
most certain to remain there in the years 
to come. And so it is that the Guttridges, 
fair examples of good cow men, are highly 
pleased with their Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
It was at their place not so long ago, last 
fall to be exact, that we witnessed buyers 
taking their steers right off the grass, at 
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the ranch and with ranch weights, at a 
handsome premium over prices attained by 
others who were not running Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. This extra premium per head 
aids materially in keeping the average bank 
account on the right side of the ledger. 

Guttridges, like many others, have seen 
the light and are maintaining a fine herd 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus from which 
to procure their own range bulls as well as 
having an extra supply for their neighbors. 
Aberdeen-Angus are the practical cow man’s 
friend and they will pull him through when 
cthers fail. They do rustle better, and they 
do better stand the hardships of bad years 
—and bad years are the bug-a-boo for many 
a cow man.

The Producers Show at St. Louis. 

Dates for the 16th Annual 4-H and Vo- 
cational Agriculture Baby Beef Show and 
Sale, sponsored by St. Louis Producers at 
National Stock Yards, Illinois, have been 
changed to November 30th and December 
1st, according to H. D. Wright, manager of 
the organization. This change in dates was 
necessitated by the Presidential proclama- 
tion moving Thanksgiving Day up a week 
to November 23d. 

This annual event is the oldest of its kind 
in the St. Louis territory, being limited 
strictly to 4-H Club boys and girls and stu- 
dents of Vocational Agriculture who must 
have fed and cared for the calf themselves 
under the supervision of their respective 
leaders. 

Prizes for the Show and Sale consist of 
several hundred dollars in cash, silver lov- 
ing cups, plaques and ribbon awards. When 
the grand champion sells for over twenty- 
five cents per pound, fifty percent of the 
amount above this price is distributed 
among other exhibitors. Also, fifty per- 
cent of the additional amount over twenty 
cents per pound paid for other calves 1s 
divided among the exhibitors. 

Judges of the Show are the large buyers 
on the market. In last year’s event over 
225 calves, representing around forty coun- 
ties in Missouri and Illinois, were exhibited. 
Howard Bradley, 4-H Club boy of Calhoun, 
Missouri, won the grand champion prize, 
while the reserve champion prize went to 
Loren Dirks, of Petersburg, III. 
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First Annual Breeders Sale, November 10th at Baton Rouge

ps yore Association. Possibly, the 
easiest way is to recount, in brief, at least 
my trip into Louisiana the last week in 
August. Mr. J. H. Baughman, active sale 
manager, met me at Jackson, Mississippi, 
from which place we drove to Baton Rouge 
to see the cattle at the Louisiana State 
University, and to look over the building 
in which the show and sale will be staged. 
| should like to say that few arenas in this 
country are able to handle more live stock 
than is the Agriculture Center building at 
Louisiana State University. ; 

Soon, we were in the pastures looking 
over the two herd bulls, and the herd of 
cows, practically all of which, came from 
Clarkland Farms at Lexington, Kentucky. 
The one bull, Sterlinthian, is siring some 
very good calves at Louisiana, five of 
which, all bulls, will be offered in the Louis- 
jana state sale. These bulls are a little too 
young to sell as well as they might with 
more age, but they have considerable thick- 
ness, are of good type, and with proper care 
and development, should make good herd 
sires, especially, for some commercial breed- 
er. Early the next morning, in company 
with Mr. Irving J. Heath, the county agent, 
we made a trip to Mr. Harry B. Nelson’s 
ranch, which is located on the outskirts of 
Baton Rouge. Mr. Nelson operates quite 
extensively in this section of Louisiana, 
running more than five thousand acres on 
which he has upwards of 2500 head of cat- 
tle. His Aberdeen-Angus herd is still in 
its infancy, there being but twenty head. 
Heading the herd is a Kershaw bred bull, 
and the females come from Clarkland Farms 
in Kentucky. We might add that Mr. Nel- 
son hopes to build and improve the herd, 
and with proper attention to his pastures, 
much can be done. Mr. Nelson had been 
asked to consign one or two cattle, but de- 
clined, since he is just getting started with 
his breeding operations. Interesting to me, 
was the oil wells on his property, a farm, 
which he bought quite recently and which, 
up to that date, had no promise of oil until 
drilled, and oil found. 

From Mr. Nelson’s place, we drove out to 
Philander Smith’s farm which is out from 
Baker, Louisiana. Mr. Smith, too, had but 
a small herd, and heading the herd, is Kriv- 
en Prince 521054, who was sired by Evaxus 
6th of Page, and out of Krivinia 3d of Mus- 
kogee. Mr. Smith had also selected from 
Mr. Kershaw, Krivinia 12th, a daughter of 
Muskogee Marshall, and Della Marshall 2d, 
who is by Black Quality 3d, and out of Edel- 
la Marshall. Mr. Smith also operates a 
commercial herd, and the calves we saw 
looked quite promising. After a short visit 
with Mr. Cobb, superintendent of beef cat- 
tle at the Baton Rouge show, we hurried on 
to Abbeville, and soon, with Mr. Frank A. 
Godchaux, Jr., we were on our way to Ag- 
nes Plantation. I was quite interested in 
going out, wondering how Eileenmere 188th 
was doing since his trek from Illinois to 
Louisiana. Apparently, the bull likes Louis- 
lana, for he was putting on weight and 
was being used lightly in the herd. The 
other show cattle were tied out under the 
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trees during the day and in a screened in- 
ciosure at night. Mr. Godchaux consigns 
three heifers to the Baton Rouge sale, one 
a September 4, 1937, son of Buccaneer of 
Blackbriar, a good useful kind of a bull in 
fair flesh; and a June ’88 calf, sired by 
Erica McHenry’s Lad, a grandson of both 
Revolution 7th and Revolution 100th, then 
a Januarv calf, sired by a son of Prince 
Marshall and out of a daughter of Everele- 
gant, who should make a very likely bull, 
with proper development. Mr. Godchaux 
also consiens three heifers, one by Mr. Ker- 
shaw’s great young sire, The Liberator, a 
second by Evidence Envito, one of the best 
young sons that we have seen by the Krotz 
bull, Evidence of Strathmore. In fact, this 
heifer is a double-bred granddaughter of 
Evidence of Strathmore, and should develop 
into an outstanding female. The third heif- 
er is Erica Erlata W. 3d, she being by Buc- 
caneer of Blackbriar, who was by Briarcliff 
Burgomaster 9th. In going over the past- 
ures at Agnes Plantation, we were greatly 
impressed with the stand of lespedeza, in 
our minds, as thick a growth of good grass 
as we have ever seen. The cattle on the 
pasture looked very well, considering the 
heat, and the calves seemed to be doing 
splendidly. We regret that we did not have 
sufficient time to go down to Live Oak 
Plantation, where Messrs. Godchaux run a 
commercial herd of more than three thous- 
and head. For many years, the bulls in 


this herd were pure bred Brahmas, but since 
the eradication of tick in Louisiana, Messrs. 
Godchaux have been using registered Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls, and the herd today, is 
rapidly becoming all black. Each year, old- 
er cows are taken out, sold, and cross-bred’ 
calves are being put in. Breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus is more than a pleasure to Mr. 
Godchaux, for their commercial herd re- 
quires numbers of bulls each year, and the 
demand for calves is such, that they can 
well afford to use the best sires obtainable, 
in the herd at Live Oak Plantation. We 
hope that at some date, not too far distant, 
that we may have the chance to spend a 
day or two on these farms and see the whole 
operation of the herd. 


Early the next morning, and lest you 
think it mere repetition, [ should like to 
say that Mr. Baughman, although in his 
seventies, told me that we ought to get an 
early start. The morning before, we had 
breakfast and left the hotel prior to six 
o'clock, and I thought that was fairly early. 
However, you can’t cover Louisiana in three 
days, and we were up, had breakfast and 
checked out before the clock said five. In 
fact, we were at Mr. J. M. Petitjean’s Plan- 
tation at Thornwell, Louisiana, as he was 
getting ready to breakfast. This gentleman, 
in our minds, has one of the best founda- 
tions for a pure bred herd of cattle in the 
state of Louisiana. His cows are deep bod-

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Top Honors at Exposition go to Scripps and Brown

The fair that came back, might be a good 
title for Eastern States Exposition, for a 
year ago, when the rains and the winds, 
took over the Exposition at Springfield, 
Massachusetts, there were many who 
thought that this great Eastern show was 
history. But, determination and effort 
brought the show back to town, and 1939 
crowds who came to the Exposition were 
among the largest in the history of the 
show. 

Starting with steers on Monday the 17th 
of September, the 4-H clubbers paraded 
their calves and Professor Eddie Trow- 
bridge, of Missouri placed them, quickly and 
to the general satisfaction of everyone. 


Some sixty Aberdeen-Angus calves were 
showed, and among them were a number of 
good calves, but lack of finish, made necces- 
sary the placing of grand champion 4-H 
club ribbon on a cross bred steer bred by 
the University of Connecticut and showed 
by Dwight S. Miller; with reserve cham- 
pionship going to another Connecticut 
cross bred exhibited by Helen Carter, of 
Storrs, Connecticut. The highly commend- 
ed and commended honors went to the first 
and second prize heavy Aberdeen-Angus 
calves, showed by James Foote, of Amenia, 
New York; and Moncure B. Way, Jr., of 
Hopewell Junction, New York. It was a 
rather pleased smile that showed up on Mr. 
Myron Fuerst’s face as calves bred by him 
and sired by Kanimura 4th of Briarcliff! 
proceeded to win each of the two classes of 
4-H Aberdeen-Angus calves. 

The auction on Tuesday, when the 4-H 
calves are sold, was as usual a splendid 
sale, with New England Stores, Shaffer 
Stores and Gristede Brothers doing the big 
end of the buying. 

The pens of five steers proved to offer 
about as much time and thought in placing 
them properly as did any other class for 
Professor Trowbridge, and he commented 
on the fine type and quality of the several 
top pens. Briarcliff Farms topped the fives 
with Rally and Bethel giving the chief com- 
petition. Ten groups were exhibited, of 
which but two were Herefords, and in the 
sale that followed, the blacks outsold the 
whitefaces to the tune of more than $2.00 
a hundred, or on a 1000 pound steer a 
difference of over twenty dollars a head, on 
a group of five more than a hundred dollars. 
A comparative situation prevailed in the 
4-H sale of steers, the blacks consistently 
bring more per pound over their white face 
rivals. 

However, as interested as we are in the 
fat stock division, there seems to be more 
of a thrill watching the breeding classes, 
for one can see the development of different 
calves into mature animals, see their calves, 
and to us this holds the most interest. 

Eleven breeders exhibited one or more 
head with full herds being showed by five 
or six breeders. 

From the middle west came Elliott Brown 
of Rose Hill, Iowa, to take away most of 
the honors and most of the money. Press- 
ing him was the William E. Scripps herd 
of Lake Orion, Michigan, with the top 
eastern competition being offered by Bethel 
Farm, of Pine Plains, New York. 

Starting with the older bulls, we had a 
combination class of two and three year olds 
headed by Evader of Wildwood, with Black- 
cap Barry, also a Scripps entry in second 
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place. Andelot Edictor and Elkan of Rally 
Farms won for Andelot Stock Farm of Wor- 
ton, Maryland; and Rally Farms of Mill- 
brook, New York, the third and _ fourth 
places. 

Senior yearling bulls found Evesback 
Evader of Wildwood, the sole Cesor Farms 
entry of Farmington, Michigan, heading 
the class, and Blackcap Banker, of the 
Scripps string in second place. Erian B. 2d, 
shown by Elliott Brown was in third, in a 
class of five. 

Then came the junior yearlings and after 
looking them over, Professor Trowbridge 
selected Envious Burgess B. shown by the 
Rose Hill, Iowa, breeder, to head this class 
and in second and third we had Elban of 
Rally Farms and Erica Corneller’s Last. 


Summer yearlings, a class of nine, was 
won by the Brown entry, Envious Elbanor, 
another son of Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
with Blackbird Barry, a Michigan entry in 
second. Bethel Farm was third on Bethel 
Burgess N., and Laurel Hill Farm, of 
Blandford, Massachusetts, placed fourth on 
Sunset Eileenmere. 


Bull calves proved the most interesting 
class and were easily topped by Bethel 
Black Mar Jr., a son of the recently export. 
ed Bethel Blackmar bull, bred and showed 
by Bethel Farm. Later the calf was pur- 
chased by John and Elliott Brown and will 
be seen with the Rose Hill, Iowa, herd at 
the American Royal and _ International. 
Revolution H. of Ellston, the Brown entry 
won second and Black Bardolier 3d placed 
third with another son of Envious Blackcap 
B. 6th in fourth place for Elliott Brown. 

Senior champion was found in Evader of 
Wildwood and the junior champion the 
great little calf, Bethel Black Mar Jr. The 
senior champion was given the grand cham- 
pion honors, so the Michigan herd took top 
bull honors. 

In the groups, Elliott Brown won first 
on group of five bulls, and on the group of 
two, with three bull top going to Scripps. 

The cows were next and the class of two 
and three year olds held some thought for 
the judge, as he had the very thick, deep 
bodied Key of Security, shown by Scripps, 
a rather larger cow, against the typey little 
Erianna B. 2d. It required a matter of 
time to make up his mind, for when he 
placed the Scripps cow up he must follow 
through with the same type, and the 
Erianna heifer had to go down the line into 
fourth place. Just what we might have done 
is hard to say, but we can see well the posi- 
tion of the judge in placing that great thick 
cow at the top. Rally Blackbird Lady 3d, 
one of the best of Rally Farms entries was 
second with Bethel Barbara 5th in third. 

Elba B..13th, shown by Elliott Brown was 
first prize senior yearling with Bethel Kath- 
leen in second and Sunset Eukyly, a Laurel 
Hill entry in third. Junior yearling were 
paced by Bethel Glenda with Edwina B. 3d 
in second and Blackcap Betty S. 5th in 
third 

Summer yearling found another Rose 
Hill, Iowa, heifer at the top, this time, 
Erica Energice 2d, and Sunset Pass, exhibit- 
ed by Laurel Hill in second place. The 
judge liked the Laurel Hill heifer very well, 
but she wasn’t quite as well finished, and 
had to be content with second place. 

In the calf class, we had a number of 
rather outstanding heifers, among them

and Bethel in third on the get of Bandolier 
of Anoka 7th. 


Graded herd was won by Scripps, with 
Brown and Cornell University in order, 
Eight pairs of yearlings were shown and in 
the top two positions were the two entries 
of John B. and Elliott Brown, with Scripps 
in third. 


Pair of calves were headed by Bethel 
Farms’, Bethel Black Mar Jr. and Bethel 
Blackbird 19th, and the little bull was good 
enough to carry the heifer with him to that 
position. Brown was second with Scripps 
and Rally Farms in order. 


That wound up the judging of the breed- 
ing classes and we started on the fat steers, 
with a very good class of junior yearlings 
which was headed by one of the finest steers 
it has been our lot to see. This steer, Briar- 
cliff Sanford, sired by Briarcliff Mariner 
3d, will be seen at the International and will 
give a grand account of himself in the hot- 
est of competition. He has the type, the 
thickness, the natural even thickness of 
flesh that it takes to win, and should be 
among the tops if not heading them at the 
great Chicago show.

Most of the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in Howard County, Missouri, took a 
look at fourteen of the registered herds in 
the county Monday. They got Prof. E. A. 
Trowbridge, of the Missouri College of Ag- 
riculture and Secretary of the State Aber- 
deen-Angus_ Breeders’ Association to go 
along and comment on the various herds. 
The idea of the committee in planning the 
program was to enable each breeder to see 
what the others had and for all to learn as 
much as possible about improving the cattle 
in this county which has been an Aberdeen- 
Angus stronghold since the first importa- 
tions to America were made by Estill & El- 
liott to this county about 75 years ago. 

In an eighty-four mile round trip the 
group visited fourteen herds containing 
about 200 mature females. There are in the 
county fifteen other registered herds with 
about 100 cows. 

The officers of the county association are 
President, J. F. Innes; Vice-President, John 
W. Tippett; and Secretary-Treasurer, L. W. 
Brockman. In connection with this tour the 
prospects for the 1940 sale were inspected. 
Additional cattle in the other herds will be 
seen by the committee in the near future. 
A bigger and better sale is planned for 
April 20, 1940, at Fayette, Missouri. 

The group also decided to bring their her? 
bulls in to Fayette toward the last of Octo- 
ber in order to get a comparison between 
them. The president along with Walter 
Carr, and County Agent Dan E. Miller, 
were appointed to arrange for this event. 
It is possible that a calf show of both bulls 
and heifers may be held at the same time. 

The first stop on the tour was at L. R.
